WINDS FORECAST 


Several Days of Relief 
Predicted — 100.8-De- 
gree Reading Is High- 
est for June 15 on Rec- 
ord Here. 


The end of the 12-day heat | 3 
Wave is in sight, Forecaster Harry 
F. Wahlgren announced today in 
predicting occasional thunder- 
showers tonight and tomorrow. 

A change to cooler should set |# 
fn late tonight, he said, and part- 
ly cloudy skies will keep the mer- 
cury from going above 90 degrees 
tomorrow. The outlook is for at 
least several days of relief from 


the sweltering heat. 
The welcome prediction was 
based on a cold front which was 


pushing down from the northwest | 


and had passed Omaha this morn- | 


ing, advancing into Kansas and 
Oklahoma. The weatherman said 
strong winds were likely to make 
today’s heat more bearable. 

A temperature of 100.8 degrees 
at 5 p.m. made yesterday the hot- 
test June 15 on record and the 
hottest day in almost five years 
here. The mercury registered 88 
at midnight and fell no lower 
than 76 degrees before resuming 
its torrid climb shortly after 5 
o'clock this morning. 

By 3 o’clock this afternoon the 
mercury had reached 97. 

Heat Exhaustion Death. 


An unidentified man died ap- 
parently of heat exhaustion at 
City Hospital after collapsing at 
Third and Valentine streets this 
morning. Police reported that 
his shirt bore a laundry mark 
with the name Martin Gleason. 
Eleven other persons overcome 
by heat were treated at hospitals. 
There have been four deaths in 
which heat played a part and at 
Jeast 52 prostrations this month. 

The heat wave has broken rec- 
ords right and left. Never before 
has the St. Louis Weather Bu- 
réau recorded so many days with 
temperatures of 90 degrees or 
higher in the first half of June. 
The previous record was nine 
consecutive days in 1914. 

Maximum temperatures for the 
first half of this month have 
averaged an unprecedented 91.6 
degrees; the old record was 91.1 
in 1914. The weatherman recalled 
that June 1934 brought even 
more intense heat, but the mer- 
cury then did most of its high 
climbing in the latter part of the 
month. 

Until yesterday, the record for 
June 15 heat was 96.5 degrees, 
established in 1868. The reading 
of 100.8 degrees—the Weather 
Bureau calls this 101—made yes- 
terday the hottest day here since 
Aug. 24, i947, when the mercury 
touched 102. The highest temper- 
ature ever reached in St. Louis 
in June was 104 on June 19, 1936. 

Even Hotter Elsewhere 


Steaming St. Louisans grasping 
at straws for solace may get some 
psychological comfort from the 
fact that some points in the Unit- 
ed States had even higher temper- 
atures yesterday. Présidio, Tex., 
with a torrid 110 degrees, appar- 
ently was the hottest spot in the 


country.

WILMINGTON, Del., June 16

London Hotel Porter Con- 
fesses Killing Saboteur, 
French Underground 
Veteran. 


LONDON, June 16 (AP) — A 
beautiful Polish noblewoman who 
served brilliantly as a wartime 
British spy was found stabbed to 
death early today in a Kensington 
hotel. Scotland Yard said a porter 
confessed to the killing. 

The victim was Countess Krys- 
tyna Skarbek, 37 years old, who 
served in France in actual com- 
bat under the French Maquisards 
and accomplished daring feats .of 
sabotage against the Nazis. 

Police picked up Dennis G. 
Muldowney, 41, a porter, for 
questioning and later brought him 


to court to be charged formally 


with murder. Chief Inspector G. 
W. Jennings of Scotland Yard 
told the court that when he ac- 
cused Muldowney, the _ porter 
blurted out: 

“I killed her. Let’s get away 
from here and get it over 
quickly” 

Muldowney was ordered held 
for a hearing July 1. 

Hotel guests who heard the 
countess screaming, found her 
lying dead in a hall with a gaping 
knife wound in her chest. 

The countess, who became a 
naturalized Briton in 1947, signed 
on the liner Winchester Castle 
six weeks ago as a stewardess. 
Recently she had been using the 
name Christine Granville—one of 
her pseudonyms in the days when 
she matched wits with the Nazi 
Gestapo. ; 

A former beauty queen in her 
native Poland, the countess of- 
fered her services to British mili- 
tary intelligence at the outbreak 
of the war. She was first sent to 
Hungary to set up communica- 
tions with underground groups in 
Poland and occupied central Eu- 
rope. Twice she fell into the 
hands of the Gestapo, but escaped 
unaided. 

Later she took parachute train- 
ing and was dropped into France 
to work with resistance groups. 
She was officially credited with 
taking part in several actual bat- 
tles against Nazi troops. 

The slim, dark-haired noble- 
woman also directed underground 
sabotage teams which blew up 
bridges, derailed trains and raid- 
ed various German headquarters. 

The British government award- 
ed her the George Medal for 
valor and made her a member of 
the Order of the British Empire. 

She had checked in at the heatel 
alone on Saturday. A member of 
the hotel staff said she had stayed 
there periodically for years.

Candidate Relaxes Brief- 


ly at Denver After Firm 
Defense of Joint Chiefs 
—Directly at Odds 
With Taft. 


DENVER, June 16 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower took time 
out from politics today to polish 
up his golf game and relax brief- 
ly before entering the last hard 
drive to win the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

The General called off all 
public appearances except a brief 
visit to a breakfast meeting of 
western farm editors. The day 
was to be devoted to golf, a 
steak dinner with newspaper men 
late in the day, and a quiet 
evening with his family. 

Tomorrow he will officially 
open his headquarters in the 
Brown Palace Hotel here and 
plunge into the stretch fight for 
the nomination, Over the week- 
end, Eisenhower gave a generous 
sample of what can be expected 
in the days to come. 

Welcomed at Denver. 

He gave three talks in Detroit, 
held an unusual Sunday morning 
press conference, conferred with 
Republican delegates, and then 
flew here to receive a roaring 
welcome from thousands of per- 
sons who stood under a hot sun 
to cheer him and his wife, Mamie. 
In the Detroit press conference 
he strongly defended the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff'and in effect said 
he would not bring Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur into the Government if 
he (Eisenhower) were elected 
President. The statement put him 
directly at odds with Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, his major 
rival for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, 

In the press conference, 
hower also: 

1. Called for the “truth and 
the facts” about the choice of 
disputed Republican convention 
delegates in Texas. 

2. Advocated lowering of the 
voting age to 18 years. 

3. Left to public opinion the 
question of whether an ambas- 
sador should be appointed to 
the Vatican. 

4. Said he is “very, very 
hopeful” no|} more American 
troops will have to be sent 
abroad. 

5. Declared the United States 
must continue building up its 
military strength until it can 
show the world “we are strong 
enough to be unafraid.” 

Problems of Agriculture. 

He promised the farm editors 
today that if elected President he 
would seek the “finest brains” in 
the country to help solve the 
problems of agriculture. He said 
he did not pretend to have spe- 
cific answers to all the specific 
problems that face America to- 
day. Then he added: 

“The most I have is a deter- 
mination, if the people want me 
for a higher duty, to approach 
the problems with the help of 
the finest brains in the country.” 

He disclosed that he himself is 
a Hereford grower—and expected 
to double his herd today. “A 
partner and I have one very fine 
Hereford,” the General said, “and 
today we expect an increase that 
will give us two.” 

On the question of MacArthur, 
Taft has said if he were elected, 
he would remove the joint chiefs, 
headed by Gen, Omar N. Bradley, 
because he has no confidence in 
their judgment. He said he would 
appoint MacArthur to an unspeci- 
fied Government post. 

Praise for Bradley. 

Eisenhower's voice rose yester- 
day as he declared that he had 
depended on Bradley during the 
war as he had on his own right 
arm. Asserting that he knew of

“I just don’t know what such a 
statement (as Taft’s) could mean.” 

Eisenhower has said he would 
consult MacArthur about Far 
Eastern affairs if his brother 
five-star general were available 
for such consultation.

White House Says Method

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP)— 
The Government will try this 


from strike-closed steel mills to 
prevent a crippling halt in the 
production of weapons. 

The White House announced 
that a four-man committee of the 
CIO United Steel Workers had 
been directed by union president 
Philip Murray to to help work 
out an acceptable plan for meet- 
ing defense needs for steel. 

Both the union and industry 
agreed when wage negotiations 
collapsed last Monday to permit 
sufficient steel production for es- 
sential defense items. 

So far the Government has an- 
nounced no specific plan for this 
output. The White House said 
a plan had been worked out to 
transport steel stored in struck 
warehouses to weapons manu- 
facturers. 

Senators Consider Steps. 

Some Senators spoke seriously 
yesterday of aiming stinging slaps 
at the industry’s profits, its of- 
ficials’ pay checks, and it work- 
ers’ bargaining rights, in a new 
effort to get the strike settled. 

A Senate labor-management 
subcommittee, which Senator 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, 
heads, has ordered its staff to 
start a preliminary study of those 
various possible moves, and the 
feasibility of writing any or all 
of them into law. 


Humphrey’s group has been in-’ 


structed to study a wide variety 
of suggested legislative spurs to 
a settlement, including the need 
for a standby plant seizure law 
in case the Taft-Hartley injunc- 
tion did not work. 

A spokesman for Humphrey 
said the Senator will check with 
fellow subcommittee members be- 
fore deciding whether to call 
public hearings or to _ invite 
leaders of the steel industry, its 
workers and Government officials 
to file written statements on 
plant seizure proposals. 

Morse’s Seizure Plan. 

Humphrey’s group now has be- 
fore it a bill sponsored by Sen- 
ator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, which 
would authorize the President to 
seize defense-vital industries to 
avert a strike, then increase or 
lower the workers’ pay and seize 
part of the owners’ profits. 

Morse’s announced goal is to 
evolve a plan under which seizure 
could react so unpleasantly to 
both the workers and their bosses 
that both sides would exert extra 
effort to settle disputes through 
collective bargaining. 

Speaker Rayburn, asked about 
the possibility Congress might 
enact seizure legislation, said he 
doubted if anything on steel could 
be passed now. 

Rayburn was questioned by re- 
porters when he and other Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders left 
the White House after their usual 
Monday morning conference with 
President Truman. 

Meanwhile, a few individual 
steel mills reached agreement 
with the steel workers and pre- 
pared to resume operations im- 
mediately. But these were inde- 
pendent of the big steel produc- 
ers who hold a _ united front 
against the union. 

Already nearly 3,500,000 tons 
of steel has been lost since the 
mills shut down, with 88 per cent 
of the normal ‘steel output cut 
off. Production had been run- 
ning just under 300,000 tons a

REUNION IN GERMANY 
FOR AR FORCE MAN 


St. Louis-Born William A. 
Stoehr Assigned to Base 
Near His Parents. 


Going overseas with the United 
States Air Force has meant re- 
union with his mother and father 
for Airman 3-C William A. Stoehr, 
St. Louis-born serviceman now 
stationed at Rhein-Main Air Base, 
Germany.

many, that he was scheduled to go 
to Rhein-Main Air Base near 
Frankfurt, where his parents 
were living. The elder Stoehr, 
now a toy wholesaler, was forced 
to forfeit his American citizen- 


ship by the Nazi government be-~ 


fore the war. 

His proximity; to Frankfurt en- 
ables Stoehr to see his family on 
weekends and sometimes during 
the week. He has had an. oppor- 
tunity to renew old friendships. 
The assignment, a Rhein-Main 
spokesman said, was strictly a 

matter of luck. 

“Things have changed,” Stoehr 
commented in an interview re- 

rted. by the Air Force. “‘When 

left, in 1947, all was in sham- 
bles; there was no food or any- 
thing to buy in the stores. Now 
there’s plenty of everything. The 
change is amazing.” 

In the United States, Stoehr 
said, he was impressed by “the 
friendliness of people, the real 
freedom, the universal availability 
of the educational system, the 
chance to get ahead in life.” md

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
—Senator Douglas (Dem.), , Illi- 
nois, says he has been working 
to throw Illinois’s 60 Democratic 
convention votes to Senator Estes 
Kefauver. 

Kefauver won the Illinois 
Democratic presidential primary 
in April. He was the only can- 
didate entered, and the result is 
not binding on the delegates. 

Douglas touched on the situa- 
tion yesterday in a broadcast in- 
terview. Asked whether Kefauver 
would get the state’s convention 
votes, he said: 

“I think that he should, and I 
have been trying to convince IIli- 
noisans that he should. The pri- 
mary should have a real force on 
how Illinois delegates will vote.” 

Douglas came out publicly for 

Kefauver after Gov. Adlai Stev- 
enson announced, he could not 
accept a presidential nomination 
because of a prior commitment to 
run again for Governor. But IIli- 
nois Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman Jacob M. Arvey has 
encouraged talk of a draft-Steven- 
son movement. 
Douglas expressed his view in 
arguing for legislation to en- 
courage more states to have pres- 
idential preferentialp rimaries by 
permitting the Federal Govern- 
ment to share the cost. He said: 

“I feel very strongly that some- 
thing needs to be done about this 
situation which permits the party 
professionals to decide who shall 
become the party presidential 
nominee by a lot of deals, ma- 
neuvering, horse-trading and 
downright shenanigans. 

“Agreements and compromises 
in the selection of a presidential 
candidate are undoubtedly neces- 
sary. But when these are made in 
a public opinion vacuum, without 
the voter having any voice at all, 
the democratic process is not 
working.” 

He added “We can throw ice 
water on a lot of these political 
shenanigans by extending prefer-. 
ence primaries to more states.”

Flying under the 
influence of liquor was blamed 
for 23 crashes and nine deaths. 


Twenty-seven accidents were 
due to “buzzing” or acrobatics be- 
low minimum altitude, and 100 


titude, the board said. 

Two cases of suicide by air- 
plane were listed. Eighteen 
crashes were of stolen aircraft, 
and seven of the persons aboard 
were killed. 

Such unorthodox aircraft use 
as chasing horses from airports 
or flushing birds from corn fields 
resulted in accidents, the board 
said. 

Types of pilot error included 
misuse of brakes, power plant or 
controls; inattention to fuel sup- 
ply and valves, failure to retract 
or extend landing gear, failure

It is raising tariffs and building up other trade barriers which 
ithreaten to wreck some of the most important results which this 


country has been trying to achi 


eve ever since the end of World 


War II and which it has just begur to achieve. 


» This is the vast inconsistency in 
~which the United States is now 
“indulging itself: 

The United States has been call- 
ing on its friends and allies to 
become self-supporting for the 
Past seven, years — to produce 
emore goods and to sell these 
goods in this country and else- 
where throughout the world. It 
has given and lent them billions 
of dollars to help them to do 
‘these things. It is still continuing 
its aid and its exhortations. And 
this policy has begun to get re- 
sults. 

America’s partners are back in 
full production. They are begin- 
ning to sell their goods here and 
in other world markets, which 
they must do on a greater scale 
ever before if they are to become 
self-supporting. 

- But precisely at this juncture 
of affairs the United States is 
threatening to keep its friends’ 
and allies’ goods out of this coun- 
try—it is threatening, that is, to 
make it impossible for its part- 
ners to do exactly what it has 


been telling them they must do 
and has been helping them to do. 


Alarm Felt Abroad. 


“~ Restrictions on imports which 
the United States has adopted in 
recent months have caused much 
harm and greater alarm through- 
out the free world. More than a 
‘score of this country’s most cher- 
ished friends and allies have pro- 
tested against the new American 
tariffs and other trade barriers. 

If persisted in, the American 
relapse into protectionism could 
gravely weaken the whole free 


have renounced the vast markets 
controlled by the Kremlin, and 
they now are further threatened 
with major losses in the American 
market. It is not altogether sur- 
prising that some of them feel 
they are being reduced to the

The. United States bought a 
good deal of tuna from Japan be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. ' When the 
war cut off this supply and a 
shortage developed, Peru was 
asked as a good neighbor to ex- 
pand its tuna fleet. The Peruvi- 
ans were not enthusiastic, but 
Washington offered to help fi- 
nance the undertaking and _final- 
ly persuaded them. The Peruvi- 
ans greatly increased their fish- 
ing and for 10 years now have 
been selling a large part of their 
catch to us. 


Japan Causing Tuna Pinch. 


The United States also ex- 
panded its own fishing. Now 
that the Japanese, who are be- 
ginning to rehabilitate their na- 
tional economy as this country 
has demanded, have returned to 
tuna fishing and wish to resume 
sales in this country, the ex- 
panded American tuna industry 
does not like it. 


Tuna imports currently are 
duty-free, but the American in- 
dustry is demanding a duty of 3 
cents a pound to keep out the 
alien fish, and a sympathetic 


Congress is considering the pro- | 


posal. 

Tariff protection might ruin 
the Peruvian industry and block 
Japanese recovery. If Peru and 
Japan cannot sell in the United 
States, they may be forced to de- 
clare indefinite moratoria on ob- 
ligations. Both inevitably would 


‘world. It could also cost the 
United States important export 
markets and make is impossible 
for this country ever to collect 
the debts due it from abroad, for, 
in the long run, other countries 
can’t buy American goods or pay 
their American creditors if they 
can’t sell in the American market. 

The list of trade restrictions 
adopted by the United States in 
recent months makes melancholy ' 
reading in other countries. De- 
mands for still further limitations 
on imports are increasing and 
these demands are especially hard 
to resist in an election year. Im- 
ports of butter, fats and oils have 
been embargoed, and severe re- 
strictions have been imposed on 
imports of cheese. 

Protests by 11 Countries. 


These measures have cut off 
more than $5,400,000 worth of im- 
ports into this country, and have 
caused losses in dollar earnings 
of that amount to some of Amer- 
fca’s best friends and _ allies. 
Eleven governments have protest- 
ed: Argentina, Australia, Canada, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Hol- 
land, Italy, New Zealand, Norway 
and Switzerland. 

But. this is only the beginning 
of the new American proteéction- 
ism. Almond growers have ob- 
tained a temporary tariff quota. 

Foreign assistance . legislation 
now requires that 50 per cent of 
all-aid goods be shipped in Amer- 
ican vessels. 

“When the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act of 1951 came up 
for renewal it was watered down 
eonsiderably as a result of pres- 
sure from special interests.

was a debtor nation. It exported 
more than it imported, and used 
the surplus earnings to pay off 
its debts and develop the coun- 
try.

It could hope to collect 
Pfrom its debtors only if it bought 
more from them than it sold to 
them. If it sold more than it 
bought, it could not collect. This 
was the choice which the country 
had to make.

The American 
export surplus for the period 
1919-1951 totaled $80,000,000,000. 
There has been only one way 
this illogic could be sustained so 
long. It has been sustained by 
American subsidies.

In the past 
two years, Congress has author- 
ized or appropriated $187,500,000 
for Franco, despite the fact that 
the White House and State De- 
partment have maintained these 
sums were not necessary. So far, 
only about $59,800,000 of the total 
appropriated has been obligated. 

One Congressman, Eugene 
Keough of Brooklyn, Democrat, 
suddenly became the great cham- 
pion of Dictator Franco in 1949. 
Keough’s sudden championship of 
Franco came after he formed a 
close friendship with Clark, Fran- 
co’s lobbyist at $100,000 a year. 
Clark admits paying Keough $4500 
in 1950 for advice on a federal 
tax case. °¢

SECOND INSTALLMENT— 
Here is a second ‘installment in 
the story. 

On a trip to Madrid in Sep- 
tember, 1949, with Congressman 
Keough was Senator Owen Brew- 
Ster of Maine. Brewster is a 
Republican, Keough a Democrat, 
but the two seem to have a fond- 
ness for turning up in foreign 
covntries together in the com- 
pany of Franco’s lobbyist. 

Not only did they turn up in 
Spain with Clark before the big 
drive for a loan to Fran¢o, but 
they later turned up in Vene- 
zuela—another dictator country 
—together with Clark. 

On July 25 and Aug. 22, 1951, 
Clark was paid two checks by the 
Venezuelan government totaling 
$10,000. At the same time, Au- 
gust, 1951, Brewster and Keough 
took a trip to Venezuela.

COINCIDENCES — There are 
other coincidences, 

It was in April, 1950, that the 
Spanish lobby staged its first big 
drive to include Spain in the 
Marshall plan. It was in March 
and April, 1950, likewise that 
Clark began paying Congressman 
Keough checks averaging about 
$1000 a month, allegedly for ad- 
vice on a federal tax case— 
though it is against the law for a 
Congressman to get paid for ad- 
vice on federal tax cases. 

On April 25, 1950, the Spanish 
embassy sent Clark check No. 
4417 for $5000 to’ cover “ex- 
penses.” On the same day, April 
25, Clark wrote out check No. 
3393 for $1000, made out to 
“cash,” and asked his secrétary 
to cash it at the Mayflower Hotel 
in $100 bills. 

Clark told his secretary that he 
had a date to play gin rummy 
with Senator Brewster that eve- 
ning. 

He also remarked: “Hurry up 
and get that check cashed or 
Brewster will be hopping mad.” 
Presumably he meant he would 
arouse Brewster’s ire if he were 
late to the gin rummy game. 

Two days later, April 27,: Sena- 
tor Brewster introduced an 
amendment to the Marshall plan 
appropriation to include Spain. 
He made the motion on the Sen- 
ate floor, delivered a speech sup- 
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acterizing every service.

Texas Political Oddity. 

The Ingalls defense rests on a 
promise included in the pro-

precinct meetings that they could 
also vote in the state Democratic 
primaries in Texas, 


According to Ingalls, this 
showed that the pro-Eisenhower 
converts to the Republican Party 
were not “real Republicans,” but 
by these same rules, the pro-Taft 
minorities were not “real Repub- 
licans” either. 

The reason for this lies in the 
pattern’ of Texas politics. 

In brief, the one-party system 
in Texas, which the Eisenhower 
forces are fighting to destroy, ef- 
fectively prevents anyone from 
voting on state issues except in 
the state Democratic primary. 
Even in the tiny, rather nasty 
private club which is the Old 
Guard Republican organization in 
Texas, a great many people still 
hanker to have some say about 
state affairs. Hence great num- 
bers of the men and women In- 
galls classes as ‘real Republicans” 
have made a practice of voting in 
the state Democratic primary for 
many years. 

Take the case of Dallas. One of 
Dallas county’s pro-Taft delegates

I do not believe we should hand- | 
cuff ourselves with—I might say 
‘pre-action statements’—we should 
be ready to act in our own in- 
terests when the time comes and 
in accordance with our own self 
interests, eniightened self inter- 


est with respect to a free world.” | 

A reporter at the press confer- 
ence inquired whether there. was 
any conflict with NATO policy in 
that statement, and Eisenhower 
answered: : 

“I ‘suppose technically that

The A.C.L.U., in a_ report,

their democratic rights. 

“These appeal boards should be 
composed of persons who are not 
closely identified with organized 
labor, be appointed for a long 
term and removable only for mis- 
conduct, thereby freeing these 
boards of the political pressures 
within the union which make 
present union practices inade- 
quate.

School Board Danger. : 

‘In authorizing an indefensible wage increase 
of $450,000 to its 1200 non-teaching employes, 
the St, Louis School Board has thrown financial 
caution to the wind. 

The action is shocking evidence that the board 
is rushing heedlessly toward a more serious 
financial crisis than the one from which the peo- 
ple rescued it a year ago by voting a 12-cent rise 
- jn school taxes. And unless reason overcomes 
emotion at 911 Locust; the people may not be so 
eager to respond as they were then. | 

The fiscal panic: will be on a year from now 
when authority to levy the higher tax automatic- 
ally expires unless voters approve an extension. 
Thus the rate could drop suddenly from the eur- 
rent $1.01 to 89 cents, representing a loss of up- 
wards of $1,680,000 annually in public school 
income. 

This would place the board in an extremely 
delicate position. Since it is required by law to 
live within its income, it could not borrow for 
operating purposes. The only approach would 
be to bring expenditures into line with reduced 
income. This would involve the distasteful choice 
between drastic salary slashes for teachers and 
other employes, or sharp reductions in public 
school services. 

. s ° 

Certainly St. Louisans would not let such a 
blow fall on their schools, for the real losers 
would be their children. Yet they have every 
right to demand a strict accounting from the 
School Board—an accounting complete with jus- 
tification for every penny of the taxes they are 
asked to pay. 

Unhappily a majority of the board’s members 
seem to have lost sight of this duty to the peo- 
ple. The wage boost to the non-teaching em- 
ployes is a case in point. At a time when finan- 
cial restraint in spending is an overriding essen- 
tial, the board calmly loads another $450,000 
obligation on the system. 

In terms of tax burden on the people, that 
sum represents somewhat in excess of 3 cents on 
the $100 property valuation. If the burden were 
justified, the taxpayers might be willing to 
shoulder it. But is it? 

Board, Member Henry O. Whiteside and three 
others do not think so. More important, He cited 
facts and figures to make it an all but conclu- 
sive case. Under the wage boost, for example, 
private secretaries may earn more than some 


_teachers and the board will be paying some jani- 


tors more than teachers with eight years’ experi- 
ence. How can such salary inequities be justified? 
. . * 


Irresponsible action of this kind is bound to 
hurt next spring. For the plain truth is that the 
board will be faced then with a fiscal situation 
in which it will be compelled to ask the people 
not for an extension of the present 12 cents, but 
perhaps twice as much. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Board has warned 
that it may be necessary next spring to campaign 
for a rate of $1.14—25 cents more than the 8% 
cent maximum the board can levy without a vote 
of the people. This may shock more than one 
taxpayer, but it is no idle chatter.

Nearly a half year has passed since President 
Truman in his economic and budget messages 
to Congress, postponed the military production 
peak from 1954 to 1955 with the aircraft peak 
set over until perhaps as late as 1957. In doing 
this, the White House accepted the recommenda- 
tions of its civilian advisers rather than. the 
views of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Gen. Bradley and his associates in the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff favor the earlier target year as 
providing the greater measure of security 
through a more adequate defense. They regard 
it as a risk to delay the goal when armament 
output is proceeding so rapidly behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

The case of the civilian advisers is also strong. 
The White House economists say that a sound 
economy is basic to an adequate defense. They 
question whether a 1954 target year would not 
severely damage the civilian economy and thus 
impair the very basis of defense against Com- 
munist aggression. . 

The only safe course is to keep these two 
viewpoints under continuous review and ‘to hew 
to a policy which will give fullest possible recog- 
nition to the claims of each while assuring the 
free world security, both economic and military. 

An additional reason for reappraising the 
stretch-out at this time jis the fact that Congress 
has added its own stretch-out to that announced 
by Mr. Truman last January. When the White 
House set the example in delaying the produc- 
tion peak, it was quickly followed in Congress. 
The President proposed a military budget of 
$51,400,000,000 and expected it would be re- 
ceived as a tight minimum. The House prompt- 
ly set a figure some six billion dollars lower as a 
maximum, Foreign aid has also undergone se- 
vere cutting. | 

The month before the presidential nominating 
conventions is an obviously unfavorable time for 
suggesting that this issue be taken up for fresh 
consideration. But we can be sure that arms 
schedules set in Moscow take no notice of our 
primaries, conventions and elections. 

The thing t® remember is that we are follow- 
ing the middle course of mobilization and that 
if any error is to be made it should be on the 
side of safety.

The mail has brought the text of an address 
by Alf M. Landon to the Rotary Club at Bur- 
lington, Kan. This will bring us up to date on 
a former Kansas Republican presidential candi- 
date, who told his advisers he did not expect to 
win in 1936 and went on to prove himself de- 
cisively correct. 

Mr, Landon no longer wields vast political 
power, even in his prairie state. He has, how- 
ever, ‘indulged in occasional backward glances 
to show what might have been. A year ago, he 
remarked that had he been President, the United 
States might have avoided World War II by try- 
ing mediation and arbitration, and also letting 
Hitler and Stalin knock each other out. 

In his new. address, Mr. Landon casts alter- 
nate shadows and rays of light on later foreign 
policy« He supported the Korean war, he said, 
though ‘noting it “by-passed the Constitution.”

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TAFT, KEFAUVER 
EXGHANGE VERBAL 
PUNCHES ON TV 


Ohioan Denies Isolation- 
ist Charge, Both Hit at 
Corruption in Govern- 
ment, 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
-—If it should be Taft vs. Kefauver 
in the main presidential bout, you 
can look for a free-swinging battle 
right up to the knockout. 

The two Senators put on a 
gloves-off demonstration of ‘this 
on television last night—tall, slow- 
spoken Kefauver from Tennessee 
and his colleague, Taft of Ohio. 
When it ended, Taft called it the 
hottest broadcast of the year—and 


apparently he wasn’t talking about 
the weather. 

“Slur!” cried Taft at one point. 
* “Then I'll take it back,” Kefau- 
ver offered. 

Foreign Policy, Other Issues. 

That was easily the greatest dis- 
play of senatorial courtesy that 
occurred as the legislators—each 
leading his party in the number 
of convention delegates—debated 
foreign policy and a slate full of 
other issues on the National 
Broadcasting Company’s “Ameri- 
can Forum of the Air.” 

Once Kefauver called Taft an 
isolationist. 

Poe no! no!” the Ohioan ob- 


Kefauver—who gained 
fame as a televised crime investi- 
gator—said it’s necessary to weed 
out racketeers and fixers at all 
levels. 

“Senator Kefauver and I seem 
to agree,” Taft interjected, “that 
we ought to throw the Adminis- 
tration out on the issue of dishon- 
esty.” 

The two started off by tackling 
a question as to what they con- 
sidered the three foremost domes- 
tic issues. ‘laft listed as No. 1 the 
wiping out of corruption in the 
Government, which he said had 
touched the “White House, itself, 
really.” 

No. 2, he said, is resumption of 
progress under principles of lib- 
erty and the elimination of the 
Philosophy of big government 
that threatens the nation’s exist- 
ence. 

No. 3, Taft said, is a foreign 
policy designed to maintain the 
liberty and peace ofsthe people 
“by methods that won't bankrupt 
our country.” 

Kefauver reminded Taft 
promptly that the question was 
about domestic issues. Taft said 
then that he would break his point 
- No. 2 into two parts—spending 
._ and the excessive power of the 
Federal Government. 

Kefauver reversed the order 
arid listed corruption as his third 
point. He said it is necessary to 
remove racketeers and chiselers 
at all levels. 

“'The racketeers and fixers,” he 
said, “know no political party. - 

Kefauver’s Other Issues. 

Kefauver’s other two domestic 
issues were: 

Maintaining a high level of 
presperity for the American work- 
er, farmer and business man. He 
said it can be done “without 
weakening our liberties” and is 
being done now under present 
programs. 

Combatting inflation. He said 
he notices that Taft is for remov- 
ing controls of every kind. 

“In times like these,” Kefauver 
gaid, “controls are necessary.” 

Taft said the Administration is 
going along with higher prices be- 
cause it is taking off credit con- 
trols and he went on: 

“I think the only thing to do is 
to get rid of price and wage con- 
trols and get rid of OPS and its 
60,000 employes. The one thing 
that threatens us with inflation is 
excessive spending and the Ad- 
ministration’s proposed spending 
of 85 billion dollars.” 

Of course, Kefauver came back, 
spending can be decreased if you 
don’t want the country to be se- 
cure. He said Taft was putting up 
the same argument the Repub- 
licans used in 1946—that prices 
would go down if controls were 
removed, 

“That’s the root of the trouble 
we’ve had ever since,” Kefauver 
said. “I believe Senator Taft is 
unrealistic.”

HIS summer may be the last 

polio season without protec- 

tive shots being available from 
your doctor.. No vaccines or other 
protective materials are generally 
‘available this summer, they are 
still undergoing tests to determine 
their value. Meantime, what prac- 
tical things are known about 
polio? 

It is a much rarer disease than 
you would think from all the at- 
tention given to it. Even at the 
height of severe epidemics, only 
about one or two out of every 
thousand children are infected 
with polio, This means that even 
in the worst epidemic, the chance 
of your child not having the dis- 
ease is 999 to 1, Those are good 


dds. 

Polio infection passes from per- 
son to person, usually by hand 
to mouth contacts. You get the 
disease by swallowing the in- 
fected material. Perhaps one rea- 
son more children than adults 
have polio is that children put 
their hands in their mouths more 
often—hands often soiled with 
fecal material. 

i a 


PRACTICALLY, this means 
that on. important preventive 
measure is more hand washing 
with soap and water during the 
polio season, especially before 
preparing or eating food. Whether 
even older childen can be trained 
to keep hands out of their mouths 
is doubtful. - 

It also means that swimming 
pools can possibly spread polio 
infection occasionally. Swimming 
water containing tiny pieces of 
feces may be swallowed—pieces 
that the chlorine cannot penetrate 
to disinfect. 

Most people in a household 
from which. a polio patient comes 
have the virus in their intestines 
and discharges without having 
paralysis. 

Assuming this to be universally 
true, which it is not, you would 
be wise to keep your children 
away from brothers, sisters, and 
older members of a polio family. 
But humans do not carry polio 
virus indefinitely. It disappears 
from infected people and their 
relatives aa er weeks, 
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EXERCISE may increase the 
likelihood of paralysis develop- 
ing in a child infected with polio. 
This is not proven—it is a clinical 
impression. To be safe during 
a polio epidemic or even during 
the height of the ‘season, you 
should put your child to bed 
when he shows fever and sniffles. 
Three or four days’ rest won't 
hurt him and it may protect him 
against having paralysis. Paral- 


ysis will develop in that period 


of time if it is going to. 

Polio is usually a two-humped 
disease. Mild fever and cold- 
like symptoms appear first. The 


child seemingly recovers in a day 


or two. Then headache, stiff 
neck, and paralysis appear a day 
or two later—if they are going to. 
Avoiding fatigue during the early 
stage may prevent paralysis. 
Regarding inoculations, 42 polio 
investigators, epidemiologists, 
pediatricians, health officers, and 
representatives of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
pooled their experience and 
knowledge at a meeting last 


March. They decided that no evi- 


dence shows any relationship be- 
tween polio and injections of 
most vaccines, any drugs or other 
medicinal agents (such as peni- 


cillin). 
th ae 


NOR DOES. IMMUNIZATION 
of infants younger than six 
months against diphtheria, tetanus 
and whooping cough influence 
their having polio. Such young 
infants don’t get polio anyway. 

There is a tiny possibility that 
protective shots against diph- 
theria, tetanus, and whooping 
cough may increase for two or 
three weeks the chance of paral- 
ysis in the injected arm or leg of 
older children and adults. This 
means that, to play absolutely 
safe, routine immunizations 
should be suspended during an 
actual polio epidemic. If an 
epidemic isn’t occurring in your 
town, then the routine shots can 
be given ‘as usual, even during 
the summer or polio season. 

These experts hastened to add 
that if your doctor thinks thefe 


‘ is any need for these immuniza- 


tions, they should be given even 
during a severe epidemic. The 
benefits from immunization 
against tetanus, diphtheria, and 
whooping cough far outweigh the 
questionable, slightly increased 
chance of polio paralysis.

HYDE PARK. 
E FINISHED the Human 
Rights Commission session 
on Friday night—but it was 
really Saturday morning, and it 
was quite the longest session I 
have ever. sat through.

remember rightly, that listed un- 
til 4 a.m. But 20 minutes before 


« 6 a.m, is the latest I have ever 


come out of a United Nations 
meeting. The day had already 
long seeped in through the win- 
dows when we finally parted, aft- 
er nine weeks of meeting steadily 
day after day. 
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It was interesting that up to the 
very last the Soviet delegates 
played true to form. I had circu- 
lated a memorandum for which I 
had the various government de- 
partments look up certain statis- 
tics which would enable me to an- 
swer accusations made against the 
United States by the U.S.S.R., the 
Ukraine and Poland. 

After carefully checking on how 
they had arrived at their state- 
ments, I gave the methods used 
and the answers. 

They took this as a very unfair 
way to treat them—saying they 
could answer everything, but I 
had not given them the time. Yet 
it was certainly open to them to 
circulate every delegate just as 
I had done, 

Since the explanation of their 
vote, however, was made by the 
delegates of the U.S.S.R., the 
Ukrainé and Poland somewhere 
around 4:30 to 5 o'clock in the 
morning, the other delegates were 
so sleepy and I think they heard 
very little of what was said. 

I was glad to have Mr. Morosov 
join with us in the kind things 
that were said of the officers and 
staff. He acted with very good 
grace and the commission closed 
on a very pleasant note,

picked me up as we were walking 
away from the U.N. looked slight- 
ly surprised and asked if I wasn't 
out rather early. It was 6 a.m. 
when I walked into my hotel, and 
the elevator boy looked at me in 
such astonishment that I hurried- 
ly explained how we had been 
working all night.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Overheated Attics. 
E’VE received a letter from a 
reader who is annoyed be- 


cause his attic is too hot in™ 


summer. He’s even more annoyed 
because he just insulated the attic 
roof and figured this would keep 
the ‘attic nice and cool no matter 
how hot it got outside. All this 
brings up a pretty interesting 
point. 

What our friend doesn’t realize 
is how hot the attic would-be if 
it were not insulated. For ex- 
ample, when the outside air is at 
88 degrees the air temperature in 
an insulated attic will be about 
97 degrees. How come? Well, if 
your roof is covered with dark 
shingles they'll be about 122 de- 
grees and some of this heat is 
bound to seep into the attic. 

If the roof were not insulated, 
the air in the attic would be 
around 108 degrees and that’s hot. 
In short, insulating the attic will 
make a big difference but with a 
dark roof covering the attic air 
is almost bound to be higher at 
the end of the day than the out- 
side air. Also, the attic insulation 


will hold in this heat for a good 
many hours after the outside air 
has cooled down. 

One answer to this problem is 
to paint your roof a light coler so 
it will reflect the heat from the 
sun rather than absorb it. 


Another solution is to use some 
sort of fan in the attic to force 
the heated air outside. Sometimes 
you can keep the attic comfort- 
able by just leaving the windows 
open but this depends on the di- 
rection of the prevailing winds 
and the number of windows or 
louvres. In most cases the attic 
fan is the best solution. 


Wholewheat Date Muffins 


Ingredients: three-fourths cup 
sifted flour, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, two taplespoons sugar, one 
cup stirred wholewheat flour, one 
eff, one cup milk, one-fourth cup 
butter or margarine (melted), 
three-fourth cup sliced pitted 
dates. 

Method: Sift together flour, 
baking powder, salt, and sugar; 
add wholewheat flour and stir 
together until well mixed... Beat 


blend; stir in butter. Add to dry 
ingredients with dates; stir only 
until dry ingredients are moist- 
ened. Fill greased muffin pans 
(about two ond one-half inches 
measured across top) about two- 
thirds full. Bake in hot (400F.) 
oven about 30 minutes. Makes 
about 12 muffins.

Trainee From Oslo, Here for 4-Month wt ius America a Land of. Good Food, Strange Politics

EOPLE and pclitics may dif- 
Pie: in the United States and 

Norway, but to Norwegian- 
born Inger Mathisen, books 
know no boundary li..2s. 

The fair-haired, blue-eyed 
trainee from Oslo feels like a 
stranger when she walks down a 
St. Louis street, but in the sanc- 
tuary of the big stone Public 
Library at. Thirteenth and Olive 
streets, she’s very much at home. 
Its big front circulation desk, its 
reference room beleaguered with 
information-seekers, even its mag- 
azine room with elderly men doz- 
ing over the desks, remind her of 
Norway’s libraries. 

And there, as well as here, 
readers ask for Hemingway, 
Steinbeck, Thomas Wolfe, Booth 
Tarkington and the favorite hu- 
morist of them all, Mark Twain. 

Inger’s first stop in the United 
States when she arrived a little 
over a year ago was Hartford, 
Conn., where she worked for a 
year under auspices of the Ameri- 
can Scandinavian Foundation. In 
April, she came to the St. Louis 
Library for a four-month stay and 
has been assigned to work in the 
cataloguing room. 

She still remembers, with a 
shudder, the first question asked 
her in the Hartford reference 
room—the name of a pitcher for 
the Cleveland Indians in 1906. 
Hampered by a total ignorance of 
Cleveland, Indians, pitchers and 
baseball in general, she finally 
found the answer but long ago 
lost it again in the maze of Ameri- 
cana she has absorbed since then. 

She was referred to the St. 
Louis Library by the American 
Library Association and with the 
recommendation of Arne Kildal, 
her former teacher and now di- 
rector of public libraries for Nor- 
way. Kildal was a classmate of 
Charles Compton, retired St. 
Louis librarian, at the New York 
State Library School 45 years 
ago. 

“Norway’s libraries were pat- 
terned after the American li- 
braries so they aren’t strange to 
me,” Inger said. “We both use 
the Dewey system of cataloguing 
so I can look up a book as easily 
in St. Louis as I can in Oslo.” 

Growing up during the war 
years, she attended library school 
in 1947-48 and worked in Oslo 
until she obtained permission to 


take the special training in the

United States. After she leaves 
here in August she will travel. 
probably to the west coast, be- 
fore returning to Oslo. 

America is much the land she 
had expected to find, a land of 
plenty of good food and strange 
politics. She was surprised, how- 
ever, to see war jitters—worse 
here, she said, than at home. 

As a school girl during the Nazi 
occupation, she saw the brutality

HE poet’s lines offer what 

might be called an auspicious 

example of the usage of this 
term, to which our correspondent 
more or less naturally refers as 
a bit of slang. Today we speak 
of a “quip” as Tennyson em- 
ployed it, as a merry or humor- 
ous or at least lightly pointed 
expression. 

However, “quip” is a word in 
its own right, deriving from the 
Welsh “chwip,” which the dic- 
tionary defines as “a quick flirt 
or turn.” Behind it is “chwipio,”

of speech which connects such 
usage with the word’s derivation.

back home. 

“I have never seen such peach- 
es in my life,” she said. “I think 
I ate a pound of them at one 
time. We have so little fresh fruit 
over there, just apples and fruit 
like that. We have a special ra- 
tion for oranges and bananas at 
Christmas, and that’s about the 
only time we get any. We never 
see any peaches. 

Coffee and sugar still are ra- 
tioned in Norway, so Inger is un- 
abashed when she picks up an 
extra lump of sugar in a St. Louis 
restaurant and eats it like candy. 

“It’s so wonderful to be able 
to get sugar whenever you want 
it,” she said. “We didn’t have 
any for so many years. And cof- 
fee is so limited that everyone 
boils it twice to make it go fur- 
ther.” 

She is a little amazed at cars 
and cocktails in America as Nor- 
way has few of either. 

“When I first arrived in New 
York, I just stood on the sidewalk 
and watched the cars rush by— 
zoom, zoom, zoom! You have to 
wait maybe a year in Norway to 
get a car and only the very 
wealthy can afford one,” she said. 

“Over here, everyone has one. 
I knew a man in Hartford who 
lived in a hut that was falling to 
pieces, but he owned two cars.” 

One reason she’s so happy to be 
in St. Louis, she confesses, is the 
plentiful supply of a favorite Nor- 
wegian drink, beer. But no one 
there drinks cocktails, she said, 
and cocktail lounges are strange 
to her. 

Although she {fs in the United 
States as a trainee, she is paid 
by the libraries for which she 
works. She lives at 5598 Water- 
man avenue, but spends little 
time in her room there. When 
she isn’t in the library’s catalogue 
room, she’s exploring the St. 
Louis area from a bus window or 
on foot. Her favorite activity is 
skiing, but even in Hartford she 
had little opportunity for that. 

She plays the piano and—being 
a librarian—finds enjoyment in 
reading. Steinbeck is her favorite 
American author. 

But right now she’s involved in 
a thick volume called “History of 
the American Indians’—not the 
Cleveland variety.

To repeat, the slam could have 
been fulfilled in various ways, and 
the last thing South should have 
done was to give up heart control 
and thus expose himself to two 
immediate losers. There is no 
space to cover all the possible 


, approaches, each quite logical, but 


here is one line of play that 
would be in accord with proba- 
bilities: 

Winning the first trick, South 
leads a club to his own hand and 
returns the deuce of diamonds for 
the finesse of the jack. Success- 
ful in this, he cashes the rest of 
his clubs and leads the six of 
spades to the king. Then he leads 
the king of hearts, returns to his 
hand with the ace of spades, then 
plays the queen. If the spade jack 
drops, South is home, and even 
when it doesn’t drop, he has good 
reason to feel that West, not East, 
has the long cards in spades. So 
South simply leads the spade ten, 
and West, thrown in, has to re- 
turn a diamond and give South 
the last two tricks.
